To make sure you actually buy 
‘more food, the Food Stamp Pro- 
gram rules require you to put up 
some of the money you would nor- 
mally spend for food. If the cou- 
pons were absolutely free, some 
families might use them to: buy 
only food they would have bought 
anyway and still have an inade- 
quate dict. That would defeat the 
main purpose ofthe program.
